This is war! With the outbreak of hostilities, 
the training of the armed forces of the United 
States became a topic of intense interest to every 


citizen of this country. 


These clerks, lawyers, storekeepers, tradesmen 
of a few months back, became the ramparts of the 
greatest country in the world. 

“How is it possible to develop so fine a group 
of fighting men in such a short period of time? 
Of what does their training consist?” 

Let us follow the soldier through a normal day. 

Six-thirty carries the rarely appreciated strains 
of “reveille” to the ears of the slumbering sol- 
diers—a new day is born. Speed is essential to 
complete washing and dressing before the bugle 
sounds again for the 6:45 formation. After “all 
present or accounted for,” the soldier enjoys a 
hearty breakfast and a few moments of relaxation. 

The barracks are then cleaned and beds neatly 
arranged to prepare for the daily inspection. Fail- 
ure to maintain the cleanliness or order may bring 
a penalty of “K.P.” on the unfortunate culprit’s 
head. 

Seven forty-five! Time to get down to the seri- 
ous and important business of the day. 

Training of an American soldier consists of 
two phases. He is trained first in all of the tactics 
of modern warfare. This phase of the training 
teaches him the proper use of the gas mask and 
conditions him so that he may wear it comfortably 
for long periods of time. It trains him in the con- 
cealment of equipment and the use of camouflage. 
Long hikes aid in putting him in top physical 
condition. . Hours of close order drill increase his 
alertness, response to command, and his ability to 


cooperate with others. Much time is spent ac-

quainting him with the rifle which may prove his 
best friend in the grim days to come.. Hygiene and 
first aid round out a full schedule which prepares 
him for all emergencies. 

Before we go into the second phase of soldier 
training, let’s join him on the chow line,” because 
it is nearly time for the noon-day meal. Soldiers, 
it seems are always hungry, and it is not necessary 
to blow “chow call” with much vigor to get them 
on the run. The mess halls are kept shiningly clean 
under the watchful eyes of the Sergeant in charge 
and well balanced meals are prepared by trained 
cooks. 

After another period of relaxation, we answer 
the 1:00 formation call and prepare for a busy 
afternoon. 

The second phase of soldier training is intended 
to make him a specialist.. “Keep ’em Rolling’ is 
a slogan which is deeply impressed on the mind of 
all as they go about this important phase of sol- 
diering — “maintenance.” Mechanics, drivers, 
clerks, all put their shoulders to the wheel so that 
those wheels may be kept rolling. Class work and 
shop work are combined to make each a master in 
his own field. . 

After a hard day’s work, the soldier has a wide 
range from which to select his well deserved recre- 
ation. He may participate in athletic games of all 
types or resort to the less vigorous games of bil- 
liards or ping pong.. 

Letter writing is one of the most popular of all 
evening activities and is usually followed with a 
trip to the show or excellent service club library.

The Third Battalion of the 53rd Quartermaster Regiment came into 
existence when Company B, 55th Quartermaster Regiment, was inac- 
tivated at Fort Bragg, North Carolina, and wasredesignated Company K, 
53rd Quartermaster Regiment. This action took place on January 11, 
1941, per authority of letter of the same date from Headquarters, Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina. 

When activated, Company K had a strength of 137 men and two 
officers, with Major B. W. Kunz in command. On February 10, 1941, 
Company I was activated with only one man, a First Sergeant. By the 
beginning of May, 1941, the strength of this organization had reached 
290 men and four officers, with Captain A. S. Cureton in command. 

On June 1, 1941, Company L was activated with only the Company 
Commander, Captain Simon Budner, present. By July 1, 1941, the 
strength of Company L was 218 men and three officers. Company M 
was activated as a separate company at Fort Jackson, South Carolina. 

The Third Battalion is one of the newest and most successful experi- 
ments of the War Department. With no similar organization previously 
organized, the Third Batalion, 53rd Quartermaster Regiment, is pioneer- 
ing in the field of duties assigned to it. The success with which it is 
tackling this new field of endeavor is evidenced by the many fine com- 
mendations lauded on both officers and enlisted personnel of the organi- 
zation. 

Highlight of its brief history was the participation of approximately 
100 men from Company I and four or five from Company K in the 
G.H.Q. phase of the large scale maneuvers of 1941 in the Carolinas. 
These men were in the field for a period of about 10 days, and during 
that time they supplied motor parts and salvaged old units, assemblies, 
trucks, etc. 

Initially located at Asheboro, North Carolina, at the Fair Grounds, 
the unit later moved to Starr, North Carolina, where it remained until 
the end of the maneuvers. The men took care of all salvage and filled 
approximately 80 per cent of requests presented. The men from Company 
K drove the wreckers and assisted wherever they could. 

They not only did a good job during the maneuvers, but they enjoyed 
their work, with morale high at all times. 

With Companies L and M stationed at other posts, the only units 
remaining at Fort Bragg at the present time are the Headquarters and 
Headquarters Detachment, Third Battalion, and Companies I and K. 
Company I is the Depot or Supply Company and Company K is a 
Heavy Maintenance Company with the Heavy Maintenance Battalion.
